VICKSBURG PARK 


Superintendent H ere 
Since ’33 to Develop 
New Orleans Area 


National Park Head 
Here Gets New Post 


Til line with the policies of the 
National park Service under which 
superintendents 
arc 
periodically 
shifted. 
James 
R. 
McConaghie, 
superintendent of the Gettysburg 
National Park since February of 
1933, has received oral notice of 
his transfer to the Vicksburg Na­ 
tional Park which will be effective 
early in January. 
Walter Coleman, superintendent 
at the Vicksburg park in Mississip­ 
pi for the last two years, will suc­ 
ceed Mr. McConaghie here. 
Mr. McConaghie, who has been 
superintendent here for a longer 
term than any historical park su­ 
perintendent in tile east with a 
single exception, will serve as co­ 
ordinating superintendent at the 
Mississippi Civil war battleground 
and expects to play an important 
part in the development of Chal­ 
mette Park on new lands recently 
acquired at the edge of the city of 
New Orleans. 
To Use Construction Experience 
His successor here, who has visit­ 
ed the Gettysburg park on business 
at least once in recent years, is ex­ 
pected to arrive soon after the first 
of the year and will spend about a 
week with Mr. McConaghie feeing 
over park properties before the lat­ 
ter 
leaves 
for 
Mississippi 
about 
January IO. 
There have been a 
number of similar shifts In park su­ 
perintendencies recently. 
One of the reasons for his trans­ 
fer to the Vicksburg area, Mr. Mc­ 
Conaghie has been told, is the fact 
that he has had extensive training 
and 
experience 
in 
construction 
work and that much of the con­ 
struction work at Gettysburg has 
been finished for the present at 
least. 
There is a $85,000 road con­ 
struction 
program 
underway

Vicksburg and a huge erosion con­

Strong Winds In Midwest 
A snow-laden storm carried along 
by strong winds whistled through 
the midwest today. 
It moved up in a northeasterly di­ 
rection from Texas where, forecast­ 
ers said, tile weather was clearing 
after damaging floods and ice crip­ 
pled important communication lines. 
Early this morning It began sn ow­ 
ing in central Kansas and eastern 
Nebraska and moved rapidly north­ 
eastward. 
Heavy snow' fell in extreme east­ 
ern Iowa, southern Wisconsin, many 
parts of Illinois and northern Mis­ 
souri. There was lighter snow else­ 
where In Minnesota, Missouri and 
the eastern plains.

"THE PILGRIM HAWK.” by Glenway W escott; 
(Harpers: $1.50). 
IT IS not correct to speak of Glenway Westcott’s 
* first volume of fiction since 1928 as a novel, because 
at most it is a novelette. It fills only 127 loosely 
printed pages, and its substance, if you strip away 
the overtones, is almost too slight for a novelette. 
Of course, you do not strip away the overtones, al­ 
though these are exceedingly unpleasant most of the 
time. 
"The Pilgrim Hawk” is a triple love story, but only 
one of the partnerships is given much attention. Into 
the suburban villa near Paris in which the narrator 
and Alex live, comes an Irishman and his wife, she 
bearing on her wrist Lucy, a hawk. The wife is named 
Madeleine. She has no imagination, and she loves her 
husband in a peculiarly difficult way. He loves her. 
And in the kitchen there are Alex's two servants, 
Jean and Eva, Italian and Moor. They love each 
other, and Eva uses Ricketts, who is chauffeur to 
the Irishman Cullen and his wife, as an agent with 
which to catalyze the love of Jean. 
That is Hie setting barring the hawk. Lucy. It Is 
apparently Mr. Westcott’s intention at first to use 
the hawk to express the relationship between Cullen 
and his wife. who, in her odd way, is always trying 
to force her husband to enjoy himself, and usually 
succeeds only in arousing his resentment at each new 
diversion. 
But there is more to the falconry business than 
just that. Westcott wants hts reader to understand 
something much deeper than appears on the surface, 
and after two readings this writer is still vague about 
it all. Westcott makes the hawk a little sinister, and 
yet he emphasizes continually that it behaves as cap­ 
tive hawks always behave. Tile presence of the hawk 
infuriates the husband to the point where he slips 
into the garden and tries to free it, yet lie dares not 
kill it. Finally Westcott has the husband snatch a 
revolver from the pocket of his car and try to use 
it—perhaps to commit suicide, perhaps to kill the 
chauffeur, perhaps even to kill Madeleine. Yet Made­ 
leine, impeded by the hawk on one arm, is able 
to take the revolver away from her husband.

While we were thus passing the winter we saw an opportunity of 
securing the last piece of government land in that part of the country.

After I had finished I went on deck and to my horror saw 
hat the high wind had carried tile fire to a large pile of brush that 
was in flames. I gave the alarm and we both jumped into the river, with 
buckets in our hands and waded to the shore. It was with the greatest 
difficulty that we succeeded in saving the home. But the flames spread 
rapidly over the grove and continued to burn until every tree, but five 
were destroyed. We had to fight the fire all that day and night and all 
the next day before we succeeded in putting it out. This loss was the 
only thing that disturbed the pleasure of our winter sojourn. We con- 
continued in Florida till the latter part of May, and as mother was 
afflicted with some dangerous symptoms of the disease, that finally ended 
her life we concluded to return home to York Springs. In reviewing 
the winter's experience in after years we always regarded it as one of 
the happiest chapters of our family life. Everything seemed to combine 
to give us pleasure and satisfaction in that semi-tropical region, under 
the most favorable circumstances. We had the time on our hands that 
we could spend it leisurely. We lived in the boat four months out of the 
six that we were there; we sailed where we pleased and when we pleased, 
we ate and slept and read and worked just as we felt inclined; we saw 
•verything of tropical beauty that was to be seen; we roamed through 
forests, strolled along the seashore, fished in the river, hobnobbed with 
the Seminole Indians, saw the wonders of the ocean, enjoyed the warm, 
delightful air of midwinter and absorbed all the joy that was possible 
.a season and place. We accumulated a store of recollections that fur­ 
nished material for conversation and reflections as long as she lived. 
We had many enjoyable experiences in life, but that winter cruise on 
the Robinson Crusoe, remains engraven on the tablets of our memory, 
.s the most idylic chapter in our family history. 
We naturally took great pride in the Robinson Crusoe. It was the 
finest boat at that time, that sailed on the “Beautiful Indian River.”

CHAPTER XXI. 
The Grand Review of the Union Armies 
After the Civil War closed the three armies of the Potomac the 
James and the Cumberland were marched to Washington to be dis­ 
banded. During the war the army of the Potomac had occupied the 
territory around the capitol and its operations were confined to the 
states of Virginia, Maryland and Pennsylvania. The army of the 
Cumberland after advancing toward the southwest reached Atlanta and 
rom there marched to the sea and up the coast. While the army of 
he James cooperated In all the military movements In lower Virginia 
md North Carolina. After the collapse of the rebellion these three 
armies were brought to the National capital to pass in final review 
.round the capitol building, up Pennsylvania Avenue, and in front of 
he President’s stand at the White House. This great military display 
ook place on the 30th and the 31st of May, 1865. Accompanied by my 
riend, Thomas Yardley, of Lock Haven. Pa., we went over from 
baltimore, in one of the early trains. The city was crowded with people 
rom all parts of the country, who had come to witness this magnificent 
niiitary movement which was to be final act in the drama of Hie 
3reat Rebellion. The line of march was over the Long Bridge from the 
/irginia side, up Maryland Avenue, around the capitol, up Pennsylvania 
\venue and 15th S t, by the Treasury Building and front of the 
White House where it was reviewed by the President. This line of march 
was kept clear by the police from curb to curb and gave opportunity 
o the masses who crowded the sidewalks, windows and roofs of the 
louses to see the soldiers to the best advantage. Our first point of 
jbservation was nearly opposite tile Metropolitan Hotel, where we se­ 
cured a seat on the top of a box surrounding a large tree. About 9 
belock a. rn. the advance made its appearance a t the lower end of the 
Avenue. It was a body of Cavalry under the command of General 
Custer and moved leisurely up the broad street. There was a continued 
oar of applause mingled with martial music as the column advanced. 
General Custer attracted special attention. He had become celebrated 
as a great Cavalry officer and his appearance in front of his troop 
excited intense enthusiasm. He rode a spirited horse under thorough 
control. Around the horse’s neck was a large wreath of flowers; he wore 
a broad rimmed hat underneath of which his long hair .streamed out. 
To add to the effect, he rode his horse in such a way that as he 
pranced along he crossed the avenue from side to side diagonally all 
the time keeping pace steadily with the troops that followed. I have 
always thought that it must have been the proudest day of his life. 
Just as he was passing the Metropolitan Hotel an incident occurred 
that excited much merriment among the crowd. Some personal ac­ 
quaintances leaned far out of the fourth story window, called his attention 
and shook a long bottle at him. The suggestion was significant. He 
acknowledged the* salute by taking off his hat and the crowd laughed 
and cheered heartily. After the Cavalry followed the long lines of 
Infantry and artillery. From 9 a. rn. till 4 p. in there was a steady 
stream of .soldiers flowing up the avenue. As regiment after regiment 
marched along earning their tattered flags dressed in uniform thut 
was dust-covered and torn but .stepping with the regularity of veterans 
the assembled thousands recognized in them Hie heroes ol many battles 
and the saviors of the country’s honor. On the next day about the same 
hour, the march was resumed again, and continued until the last soldier 
of these three historic armies had {Missed in review. On the second day 
my friend and I managed to get a position on tile S, E corner oi the 
Treasury Building, from which we had the best view of the troops that 
the city afforded. From our place on the large square granite stone, 
that adorns the portico we could see to the other end of the avenue 
in front of the Capitol one mile distant. The mighty mass of people on 
either side, the crowded windows and housetops and the grand, victori­ 
ous army were under the eye for that distance. 
Thrilling Experience 
The experience of these two days was among the most thrilling of 
my life. It was the only scene I ever witnessed that bore any comparison 
to those historic triumphant marches recorded in Roman history, that 
emphasized the victories of the Caesurs after a successful campaign. 
But in moral sublimity this surjiassed them all. It was the completion 
of the greatest civil war in human history. A war on Hie result of which 
for four years hung the fate of the American Republic. The central 
idea of the struggle was the destruction of the institution of slavery 
and the restoration of the Union of the states. As those dust brown 
columns marched with steady tread for two days, through Hie capital of 
the nation, amid the loud acclimations of the people, As the bands 
played their patriotic airs, as regiment after regiment filed by with their f>'0 
flags almost shot to pieces by the enemy, the supreme thought in Hie 
• 
minds of all beholders was that the fearful crisis was past, Hie salvation 
of the Union was assured, and after all the blood and tears ure expended 
"the Union now and forever, one and inseparable” was to go down 
to pasterlty. The ordinary military review could only produce a spec­ 
tacular effect, but these soldiers were war worn veterans They had born 
the brunt of many a fearful conflict, they had overcome their enemies, 
they had .survived the lieril of shqt and shell, they had vindicated the 
flag of their country and won for {Mjsterity the existence of a nation in 
which all men were henceforth to be born free and equal And now 
that their work was done, and well done they performed their last 
martial act in this review before retiring to the peaceful calling of life. 
What a vast difference between a mere military display during peace 
and the sight of a vast army of veteran soldiers, retiring from successful 
warfare. Their ragged uniforms and torn flags only increased Hie moral 
beauty of the display they made before the grateful eyes of the nation 
which they saved.

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Flag Flies All Night at 
Francis Scott Keg's Grave 


Frederick, Md., Nov. 26 (AP)—Fly 
the flag a t night? 
I t’s legal all 
right, a t least near the tomb of 
Francis Scott Key, author of “The 
Star-Spangled Banner,” buried in 
Mount Olivet cemetery here. 
So far as is known, th a t’s the only 
place Old Olory does fly night and 
day, in weather fair or stormy. 
It 
requires a new flag every three 
m onths to keep the Stars and Stripes 
intact above the grave at ail hours. 
A stormy, five-year-old controversy 
over keeping the flag up at night was 
settled by Robert A. Kemp. secre 
tary-treasurer of the cemetery as­ 
sociation since 1902, after a lengthy 
.search of statutes shower there were 
no laws, federal or state, th a t said 
it couldn't be done. 
Flag-flying 
regulations 
are 
set 
forth by Army and Navy orders. 
Kemp said, but they apply only to 
the services. 
“The flag inspired Key to write 
the song.’ he explained, “and we 
thought it fitting to make this de­ 
parture from custom to honor his 
memory.” 
Col. Jam es A. Moss, United States 
Army, iretired), didn’t agree at all. 
As president of the United States 
Flag association, he wrote Kemp 
th at such an honor wasn’t accorded 
George W ashington, “and surely no 
one can contend . . . th at Key ren­ 
dered the nation a greater .service 
than W ashington did.” 
“At Arlington, where the tomb of 
the Unknown Soldier is," he con­ 
tinued, “and a t all other national 
cemeteries, where rest the nation’s 
heroic dead, tile flag is flown from 
sunrise to sunset." 
But in the absence of a legal re­ 
striction, Kemp asserted the flag 
would continue to fly in the night 
breeze.

Harrisburg, Nov. 26 (AP) — Dol- 
lar-a-rlde barnstorm ers who Jockey 
their planes from county lair to 
county fair are about to come unde* 
state regulation.
